THE ENGLISH OICTATOR OF IRELAND,

Sketeh of Lord Wodehonune, Lord Liente-
mant of Irelnud, Just maae Diciator by
Farlinment,

T.ord Wedehouse, the newly appointed Dictas
tor of Iréland, 18 descended from a fanmuly of
high antiquity. The family traces its descent to
a vury remote period in English history, one of
its ancestors having recelved the honor ol knight-
hood from Henry 1, wnd anocher, John Woie-
house, said to have distinguished himselt in 1416,
atl the celebrared battle of Agincourt (where he
attended the person of the King), obisined
a8 u reward for his valor from Henry V the crest,
an horvorable angmentation to tne arms borne
by the family. Heury V stood sponsor to his
som and successor, Henrv de Wodehouse, A few
stope lower in the lineage of the family appears
the nawe of Sir Thommss Wodehouse, who was
jcreated Knight of the Bath on the occasion of
the marriage of Prince Arthur, eldest son of
Henry VII, with the Infanta of Bpain. He was
sent Ambassador to France, where he rem-
dered imporiant diplomatic services to
the country, His son snd successor, Bir
Roger Wodehouse, Knight, who, by reason of
his small stature was called little Bir Roger, also
distinguished himselt in the service of his
country. Bir Philip Wodehouse, the first baro-
net, served Queen Elizabeth, both by sen and
land, in Bpain and Portugal; was at the conquest
ol Cadiz, and for his valor shown there was
knighted by Robert, Eax]l of Essex, and Charles,
Eurl of Nottingham, the Queen’s genernls, The
second buronet was member ol Parlinment for
Thetford, in King Charles' time, The third
baronet, “a man of good learming, ready
exceedingly skilfal in music,,' was
also & member of the House of Commons; he
was in the Parliament that restored King
Charles 1I. The next baronet likewise repre-
gented Thetford, of which place he afterwards
became Recorder; In the nlnilh year of Queen
Anue's réign he was éloctdd k t of the shire,
with 8ir Jacob Astley, Baronef, for the-county
of Norfolk. His son, the fiith baronet, was tive
times elected knight of the sbire, nud in 17468
was appointed ocolonel of the eastern battalion
of the militia of the county of Norfolk, The next
in succession, the sixth baronel, was the first to
achieve the distinotion of a peerage. [He was
elevited to that rank in October, 1787, as Baron
Wodchouse, of Klmberluﬁ, in the connty of Nor-
folk. The eldest gon, John (the grandfather of
the subject of the present notice), succeeded to
the peerage in 1834: the second son, Philip, en-
tered the navy, and became Vice-Admirsl of
the White: while the two youngor gsous
achieved distinction o the Churgh, Tke
former, John, sécond baron, married Ohar-
lotte Lauwre, only daugher and heiress
of John Norris, Egg., of Wilton Purk, county
Norfolk, The eldest son by this allinnce was
born in 1799, He was baptized in the name ot
Henry; married, in 1815, Ann, only deughter of
T. T. Gordon, Esq,, of Letton, in Norfolk, but
did not live o succeed to the tlnmily honors, He
died on the 20th of April, 1634, somo few weeks
only belore the demise of his lather. Having
lelt two sons, the eldest, Joha (the present Lord
Wodehouse), surceeded to the peerage, on the
death of tbe second baron, in the wonth of
May, 1546,

Lord Wodelhouse was born 1n London, Janu-
ary 7, 1828, Herwas eduentes] at Eion, amd aiter
wards at Christ Chureh; Oxiord, * He took his
#eat in the House ol Lords, as third Baron
Wooehouse, on the 20th o1 May, 1847, In the
rme year (August 16, lbﬁf he married Lady
Florence Fitggibbon, eldest daughter or Richard,
third Earl of Clare, In the House of Peers he
gave his support to the liberal party, being the
first member ol the mmily of Wodehouse to
Ewerve from the [)l‘illl'l‘:u'l of torylsm sinee
hils ancestor, Sir Thomus Wodehougs, who was o
member of the Long Parlisment, aud was of the
party of Pymand Hampden, Imwmedintely alier
taking his sent ln the Heogse ol Peers, Lord
Wodeliouse avowed his Hberal principles, and he
has sinoe continued to speak und vote with the
libersl party. When, in December, 18563, Lord
Derby and his party recdgned and the Earl ot
Abvrdeen was called upon to form a government,
the office of Under-Secretary of State for Foragn
Afisire was oflered (o Lord Wodebouse und
sccepted.
